Valuation Openly Arrived At

Under the laws.of the State of Oregon, all utilities furnishing you with
service are entitled to a return covering the actual cost of rendering that
service plus a fair return on the value of the property used in rendering
sneh service,

The Idaho Power Company started a valuation of its property early in
1917, within a few months after the organization of the Company. War con-
ditions compelled us to suspend that work.

In 1919, the Legislature of the State of Idaho, at its Fifteenth Session,
passed a law requiring every {mhlio utility in the State, except railroad cor-
porations, to file with the Public Utilities Commission of Idaho an inventory
of all its properties within the State, showing in detail the cost of construe-
tion, or the cost of replacement of such properties,

In compliance with this law, our valuation veport, the result of eighteen
months’ work of a corps of 50 engineers and clerks, was filed with the Idaho

Commission on October 15, 1920, and later filed with the Public Bervice
Commission of Oregon.
As you know, the Publie Utilities Commission of Idaho, on April 6,

1921, will hold a preliminary hearing on this valuation, in which the Public
Service Commission of Oregon will join, and, in their notice of such hearing,
state:

“It ls expected st this heaving the company will introduce evidence In the
form of exhibits to show Investiments, revenues and expenses over a period  of
years, and other data pertalning to lta finances and values, after which an sl
Journment will be taken to permit the Commission's engineers and auditor, and
others Intervated, to make an examination sand check of these exhiblts. Aftor this

Is done the case will be set for further hearing, at which time any person af.
fected may and cross-oxamine applicant’s witnesses or evidence
touching on the wvalustion of the Company's properties or the matter of rates.'

In answer to certain misleading assertions which have recently appeared
in the press, we want you to know:
First: That, during the five years we have operated in Idaho, notwithstand-
ing the very material inerease in all costs of doing business, we have re-
ceived no inereases in rates except those granted in 1920, which aregas

follows:
10 per cont on Lighting Bervice,
10 per cont on Commercial Power and service to other Publle Utilities
10 per cent on old demand lrrigstion Power Service,
20 per cent on A of New Demand Irrigation Power Bervice,
B4 per cent on remalning portion of New Demand | tlon Powe rlervice
80 por cont on & portion of owr Wat Hate Alr Heating Service,
10 por cent on balance of Alr Seevice and Comumercisl Water Heatlng
No Increase in Uooking Water Heatlng and & portion of Power Service.

Rates Not in Question Now

Becond: That we have no application for an inerease in rates now pending
before the Publie Utilities Commission of Idaho or the Public Service
Commission of Oregon,

Third: That rates for service of this utility, or any other utility in the State
of Oregon are, under the law, to be based upon the value of property;
used and useful in serving utility’s customers, and have no relation to the
honds, stocks or other securitics which the Company may have issued.

Unequal Rates

Fourth: Due to thé faoct that the Idaho Power Company took over te business of a number of
different power companies, and has sontinued to render service at the rates of these old eom-
panies, lghting and wmall power customers In certain portions of our territory are recelving
service at ratea that wre from 20 per cent to 30 per cent more thun those pald by sihuilar
customers in other parts of our territory. It would appear advisable, when the actual value
of the property of this Company has been determined by the Commissions, to have adopted
and approved a uniform set of rates to apply throughout the entire territory served.

Extensions

Fifth: As previously stated, the Power Company Is entitled o recelve, wocording o the law of Ore-
gon, rates to cover the cost of all service and & fair return on the value of (s properiy,
Therefore, when extonsions are made to serve customers st a distance from the Company’s
system, all the coat of such service must either be borne by the customer requiring the exten-
slon or else a portlon of the cost by all customers of (he Company In the form of higher
rates. In other words, it Is deslred that present customers shamm help pay extra costs of ser-
vice to new customers, or shall the new customers be required to mest such costs thomselves?
These are some of the facts that we, as your agenis, want you to know, We welcome lnyestl-

tion of our valuation and rates, and extend to you every facllity that we have so that You may

have & better understanding of our business.
